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"I amNOTaKnucklehead!" 


?? Fateem, age 24, lives with Keina, age 21, but is not the 
father of her two children, ages 8 months and 4 years). 

She was undecided about keeping the child. After seeing Harder 
Truth, Keina said it was "horrible; Fateem was equally upset by what 
he saw. Keina stated that she was a Christian, but admits that she's 
strayed from Him in the past two years. Dianne, a Gateway volunteer, 
spoke with her about the need to develop her relationship to the Lord 

We spoke to him about his responsibility. He insisted that he was not 
like the father of Keina' s two children, who abandoned her. He told 
us "I am not a knucklehead"* . We agreed. We shared with him 
about his need for Christ. After seeing the 'Harder Truth', Keina said 
that she would carry the baby to term and may even consider 
adoption. We recently checked in with her. She is due in January! 

* knucklehead - a word used to express a low opinion of someone's 
intelligence. Syn. Numskull, bonehead, dunce. A word popularized by the 
Three Stooges. Recently uttered by Bill Cosby " These people marched and 
were hit in the face with rocks to get an education, and now we've got these 
knuckleheads walking around." 

Obviously, Fateem took exception to this phrase and felt 
that he was trying to be responsible. His presence at Gateway 
and his desire to take care of his girlfriend (by not going 
along with an abortion) shows once again that young people 
aren't 'stupid' just 'ignorant' of the truth of abortion. We're 
thankful for the video 'The Harder Truth' which challenges 
young people to see abortion for what it really is. 

Note : Gateway presently has NO male volunteer counselors to 
speak to young men like Fateem. Is the Lord speaking to you 
about getting involved? Male volunteers are needed in both 
Irvington and Elizabeth. Please let us know if you'd like to 
receive training prior to working with the many boyfriends 
and husbands who come to Gateway.
